merce and Number of Inhabitants. The 
Empire having afterwards aſſumed a cer- 
tain Form of Government, thoſe Cities 
did likewiſe undergo confiderable Altera- 
tions. And we find their free Votes in as 
| important Affairs, under the Emperors 
12 Hewts 
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The Preſent State [Free Cit. 
Lewis of Bavaria, Frederick I. and even 
under the Ol hos, who have granted 0 
them, at different Times, thoſe Privileges 
and Prerogatives wherewith they are digni- 
fied at this Day. The Emperors have 
reckoned theſe Cities as a Counter: balance 
to the Power of the Princes, more ob- 
ſervant of their imperial Will, and conſe- 
quently the moſt ſolid Support of their 
Authority in the Empire. It was not, 
however, till the 14th Century that thoſe 
Cities conſtituted a diſtinct College 1 in the 


Diet. 


The eſſential Point of cheir Libery con- 
ſiſts in that they are ſubject to no Prince 
or State; but to the Emperor and Empire 
conjointiy, to which united Sovereignty 
alone they pay Homage.

The leſſer ones are remarkable for little, 
but their Liberty. At this Day the Num- 
ber, both of the Imperial and Hanſe 
Towns, is much reduced; and we ma 
probably enough conjecture, that they will, 
one after another, be all brought under the 
Yoke of the Princes and States in whoſe 
Territories they lie. Brunſwick, Hilde- 
ſheim, Magdebourg, Erfurt, and Munſter, 
have but very lately been reduced.

Elector of Brandenburg is not very favour- 


able to the Cities in his Dominions; Weſel, 

Emmeric, and many more, are long ago 
brought under. How long Dantzick, Lu- 
beck, Hamburg, and Bremen, will be able 
to maintain themſelves, is hard to ſay;

it is juſtly to be expected, that chere ſhould

of the Gentleman and the Paſtor ſeem 


united in their Perſon. They have a ſo- 
lemn Way of Preaching, their Action 
2 and moving, and their Matter ſo- 
id and pathetic; ſo that they work much 
upon the Hearts of the People. They 
preach before their Courts, and declaim 
againſt the reigning Vices, as Gaming, In- 
temperance, Sc. with much Freedom; 


for which they are generally better liked 


and reſpected, both by Prince and People; 
and the more ſo, becauſe they do firſt 
practiſe That themſelves, which they 55 
teach others to do. . 
As the Roman: catholic Biſhops in Ger- 
many are ſupreme in Temporals as well 
as Spirituals, in their Manners they differ 
almoſt in nothing from Laymen. They 
qught to act in a double Capacity, but

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they do it not. Regardleſs of their ſacred | 
Character, they carry their temporal Bad- 
ges into their Temples, and to the very 
Foot of their Altars. In the Magnificence 
of their Palaces, Tables, Studs, Hunting 
Equipages, Muſic, they vie with the great- 

eſt Princes. They leave the Souls commit- 
ted to their Care, and the ſpiritual Part of 
their Callings, to their Vicars, who often- 
times make a bad Uſe of the Power com- 
mitted to them, their Courts being very . 
oppreſſive both to the inferior Clergy and 
the People.
